Two Classes of Incidents 

The border incidents, then, fall into two essentially diffe- 
rent classes: 

(a) Violations that comprise military operations under- 

taken by regular units of the Armed Forces of one of 
the States concerned. 

(b) Violations by individuals, without governmental know- 

ledge or sanction. 

The essential difference between these two classes of inci- 
dents is in the official governmental responsibility for autho- 
rizing, planning and organizing and launching attacks across 
the border. An understanding of this difference 1s erucial for 
a fairminded appraisal of the responsibility of the governments 
concerned. 

fl. FINDINGS OF THE UNITED NATIONS 

Decisions of the Mixed Armistice Commissions made pu- 
blic through reports to the Security Council make it clear 
that: 

1. The Israeli Government has been convicted of planning and 
organizing military operations and attacks on the adjoining 
Arab States, and of inflicting large numbers of casualties 
on Arab civilians as well as soldiers. 

_No Arab Government has, at any stage, been found guilty 
by any of the four United Nations Mixed Armistice Com- 
missions of planning, organizing or sanctioning a raid on 
Tsrael territory. | 

Both Israelis and Arabs, as individuals and as groupes, 
have been found guilty of border violations committed with- 
out the knowledge or support of their respective govern- 
ments. All of the incidents for which the Arab side has been 
held responsible belong to this category, and the majori- 
ty of these constitute violations by so-called «infiltrators>. 

The Arab Governments have tried to curb their nationals 
and prevent violations of the border. The Government of 
Israel has shown no such concern. In fact, spokesmen for 
the Israeli Government have often proclaimed that the or- 
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ganized Israeli attacks across the borders were in «retalia- 
~— tion» for «infiltration» by individual Arabs, and were sanc- 
fT tioned if not actually organized by the Government. 


iil. ATTACKS BY REGULAR ARMED FORCES 

The incidents for which Israel has been censured by Uni- 
ted Nations bodies include: 

1. The attack by the Israeli Air Force, on Hammah (in Syria) 
on April 1951. 

The Security Council, in a resolution adopted on May 18, 
1951, by 10 votes in favour, none against, and 1 abstention 
(the U.S.S.R.), found that the <aerial action taken by the 
forces of the Government of Israel on April 5, 1951» consti- 
tuted «a violation of the cease-fire provision provided in the 
Security Council resolution of July 15, 1948» and was «incon- 
sistent with the terms of the Armistice Agreement and the 
obligations assumed under the Charter.» (3) 

2. The attack by Israeli military forces on the Jordanian vil- 
lage of Falameh and Rantis on January 28-29, 1953. In this 
report on the attack to the Security Council, General Ben- 
nike said: . : 

«On 28-29 January 1953 Israeli military forces estima- 
ted at 120 to 150 men, using 2-inch mortars, 3-inch mor- 
tars, P..A.T. (projectors, infantry, anti-tank) weapons,

When some of these Arabs — despite preventive measures » 
by the Arab Governments — succeed in crossing the demarca- 
tion lines to visit their families, to reclaim some abandoned 
possession or to use property that was legally theirs, they are 
met by Israeli fire, and the crossing is condemned by Israel as 
a violation of the Armistice Agreement. The former Chief of 
Staff of the United Nations Truce Supervision Organization n 
Palestine reported on this problem to the Security Council at 
its 630th meeting on October 27, 1953 in the following words: 

«...The present situation in the Israel-Jordan demarcation 
line is due to a large extent to the problem of infiltration. 
This problem is particularly difficult because the demarcation 
line is long — about 620 kilometres — and because it divides 
the former mandated territory of Palestine haphazardly sepa- 
rating, for instance, many Arab villages from their lands». (12) 

Israel displays undue impatience with this problem of «in- 
filtration», and instead of coping with it by simple police ac- 
tion, uses force to «punish» Whole communities in the neigh- 
bouring Arab States. The principle of «governmental retalia- 
tion», with the underlying principle of «collective guilt», has 
been officially endorsed by the Israeli Government as a part of 

srael’s political philosophy. (13). } 

This attitude of Israeli leaders is in sharp contrast to the 
attitude they adopted a few years ago in an analogous situa- 
tion. Newspaper readers will remember the problem of «illegal 
immigration» into Palestine during the last decade of the Man- 
date. Thousands of persons (14) recruited by the Zionist Or- 
ganization were encouraged to immigrate into Palestine in de- 
fiance of established authority and international agreements, 
the ships and the expenses of this infiltration were provided 
by Zionist leadership. These «collective infiltrators» were in cx- 
cess of the hundreds thousands of Zionist immigrants who we- 
re admitted to Palestine under the regular quote system. They | 
had never set foot in the Holy Land; they had never owned an 
inch of property in Palestine. Nevertheless, their right to immi- 
grate into Palestine was proclaimed by the Zionists to be abso- 
lute and inalienable. When the British Government interned 
such infiltrators or transferred them to other than Palestinian 
ports, guaranteeing them in the meantime safe haven, Zionist 
leadership condemned this British measure as inhuman, and 
Zionist extremists launched a systematic campaign of terro-

(a) Increase of the number of police aesigned to the bor-

(b) Increase of the number of patrols; 
(c) Replacement of village mukhtars and area commanders, 
where laxity of border control was suspected; 
(d) Removal the border area of suspected infiltrators 
and imposing of heavy sentences on known infiltrators; 
(e) Effective measures, both preventive and punitive, in 
order to put a stop to incidents resulting from ploughing across 
the demarcation line. In this connection, the Israeli delegation 
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to the Mixed Armistice Commission has been requested to co- 
operate by notifying the Mixed Armistice Commission or the 
Jordan local Commander immediately on observing any illegal) 
cultivation». (18) 

The New York Times, on March 14th last, reported ia 


dispatch from Jordan that the Jordan Government had 
eeciel 85 «infiltrators» during the previous month. 

Describing the difficulty of preventing infiltration, the 
news dispatch added: «UN truce officials are divided as to whe- 
ther individual civilian infiltration is even a volation of the Ar- 
mistice Agreement». 

V. BALANCE SHEET 

The foregoing factual analysis will have indicated the es- 
sential difference between the violations of the Armistice Agree- 
ments for which the Arab side has been held responsible, and 
those for which the Israeli side has been convicted. 

‘The responsibility of the Government of Israel for several 
pianned and premeditated attacks, by its regular Armed Forces, 
on Arab territory is attested py the official records. 

Perhaps this differential responsibility of the two parties 
may be best summed up in the words of the written replies 
which the Chief of Staff of the United Nations Truce Super- 
vision Organization in Palestine submitted to the Security 
Coune'l at its 635th meeting on November 9, 1953. The full 
texts of two questions and of the replies follow: 


_ Question: «Can General Bennike state how many Israeli 
attacks were carried out by israeli military forces in relation 
to the total violations by I{sraelis?» 

Answer: «Of the 21 resolutions condemning Israel, adopted 
by the Isracli-Jordan Mixed Armistice Commission, four refer 
to action by «Israeli armed group», one to «armed Israelis», 
four to «Israeli forces», one to «lsracli regular forces», one v0 
«Israeli troops», one to «israeli soldiers», one to «Israeli de- 
fence forces», five to «israeli security forces», one to «an offi- 
cer and Israeli security forces», ove ty «{sraeli armoured cars», 
and one to «Israeli regular army», The answer to your question 
is Sixteen». 


Question: «Did ary organized attack by the Arab Legion 
take place against Israeli setticments or villages? Did the Arab 
Legion engage during the truce in any mass murders or mass 
destructions ?» 

Answer: «As I have stated in my reply to question 9 from 
the representative of Lebanon, Jordan regular forces were con- 
demned by the Mixed Armistice Commission for three viola- 
tions of the General Armistice Agreement, none of which was 
aa organized attack by the Arab Legion against an Israeli 
settlement or village. The text of the resolutions may be found
